K arl De Schweinitz, who h as spent 
years in social .service work. will di­ 
rect distribution of nearly one-half ; 
of the 
.state's 
entire 
budget of 
$338,500,000 to the unemployed, the 
aged, the blind and dependent chil­ 
dren. 
He is head of the new D epartm ent 
of Public Assistance, which the 1937 
Legislature created to consolidate all 
form s of relief under one cabinet 
officer. 
De Schweinitz 
thinks the state's 
nearly 
hulf 
million 
unemployed 
eventually w ill tx- reduced to a m ini­ 
mum, but his departm ent still will 
have the job of handing out help to 
the aged, the 
blind and the 
de­ 
pendent children. 
Those tilings will be with us a l­ 
ways and that's why the state felt 
the need of a perm anent organize- 1 
tion such as we are building. 
We ll 
never tx* entirely without unemploy- j 
ment either—we never were." 
"The ran ks of the 
jobless 
were 
caused by a simple fundam ental. D e­ 
veloping changes reduced the need 
for a man power, faster than Indus­ 
tries or new inventions created the 
need for it. 
I think som e day we’ll 
come back to the balance." 
Another factor in the creation 
of Jobless, De Schweinitz thinks, is 
Hie increasing life span. 
"People are 
living 
longer 
and 
hence there are more employables. 
"B u t the attitude of the public 
has changed trem endously in the last 
IO years. 
No longer are we willing 
to stand by and sec people do with­ 
out the necessities. Tile re is a more 
humane trend of thought. This was 
what started relief and assistance on 
a long term basis. 
We have come 
to believe that there ought to be a 
level below which 
no one should 
have to go. 
"O ur new 
departm ent 
is 
built 
around the idea, and on Jan uary I 
the state will take over total finan- 
j ial responsibility for unemployment 
relief and all form s of assistance." 
Consolidation of relief adm inis­ 
tration in one board for each county 
will not reduce thp number of people 
on the state payroll, De Schweinitz 
em phasized. 
"W ell have one board now where 
there were three—the poor board, 
the m others’ assistance and the local 
em ergency relief. One visitor to check 
cases where we 
had 
three. 
Yet 
there will be no reduction in the 
num ber of visitors sim ply because 
we never had 
enough 
of 
them 
There were waiting lists a mile long 
In the last few' m onths 
we

cleared the lists.

to wait two years to be investigated 
for pensions or assistance." 
The state studies living costs in 
all localities. 
Tile biggest problem 
is to determ ine how much to give 
each 
applicant 
and 
whether 
he 
wants unemployment relief or is en 
titled to old age benefits, blind pen­ 
sions, etc. 
The individual entitled to old age 
assistance m ay get 
up 
to 
$30 
a 
month. 
The application of mothers' assist­ 
ance funds h as been broadened un­ 
der the new law. 
Heretofore only 
those 
dependent 
children 
whose 
fathers were in insane asylum s re 
ceived aid. Now any children under 
16 who have lost parental help m ay 
be assisted. 
Now the aid to m others with de­ 
pendent children is paid, in equal 
shares, by the county, the state and 
the federal government. 
Under the 
new plan two thirds of the cost will 
be borne by the state and the re 
m ainder by the federal government. 
The blind, like the aged, can get 
up to $30 a 
month, but in 
their 
cases, they are allowed $840 a year 
income in addition to the pension. In 
other words, De Schweinitz said, the 
officials figure the blind need $1,200 
a year to live even though the state 
and federal 
government can afford 
only $360 a year. 
The state and the nation split the 
cost of old age and blind assistance. 
The state 
is 
caring for 44.660 
jobless. 90,000 aged, 40,000 dependent 
children and 10,460 blind.
